When you receive your PIN, enter it in AdMob to verify 
your address. Note: It may take 2 to 4 weeks for your 
PIN to be delivered by mail.

If you’ve received a letter containing a PIN to verify your 
address, please follow these instructions:

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Important: Not seeing ads in your app? 

When using your Ad Unit ID for the first time, or after a 
period of inactivity, it can take a couple minutes for ads 
to begin to be served.

Payment schedule 

The AdMob payment cycle is monthly. You'll accrue 
estimated earnings over the course of a month, and then 
at the beginning of the following month your earnings 
are finalized and posted to your balance on 
your Payment history. If your balance exceeds 
the payment threshold and you have no payment holds , 
you'll be issued a payment on or around the 21st of the 
month. 
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For example, you'll accrue estimated earnings throughout 
the month of June. By July 3rd, you'll see your June 1st-

What if my balance doesn't meet the payment 
threshold?

App Name 

The App Name is the name that will be shown on 
the toolbar on top of the dashboard and underneath your 
app icon. 

App Version 
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The version number allows you to keep track of releases 
of your app. Once you release your app to the public you 
will want to increment this version number each time 
you distribute a new version (1.0.0, 1.0.1 etc.). If your 
app is in Google Play, this will let people know that a 
new version is available.

Custom Package Name 

Only available with a Professional subscription. 
WARNING: Leave this blank unless you are 100% sure 
of what you are doing and why you are doing it. 
Anything you enter will be used as the package name for 
your Android app. More information on this setting can 
be found in the package section of the Android Manifest 
documentation : 

A full Java-language-style package name for the 
application. The name should be unique. The name may 
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contain uppercase or lowercase letters ('A' through 'Z'), 
numbers, and underscores However, individual 
package name parts may only start with letters. 

To avoid conflicts with other developers, you should use 
Internet domain ownership as the basis for your package 
names (in reverse). For example, applications published 
by Google start with com.google. You should also never 
use the com.example namespace when publishing your 
applications. 

Caution: Once you publish your application, you cannot 
change the package name. The package name defines 
your application's identity, so if you change it, then it is 
considered to be a different application and users of the 
previous version cannot update to the new version.

Dashboard 

What is the Dashboard? 

The dashboard is your 'home' screen (activity), where 
users can navigate through all the activities (features) in 
your app. If you've chosen "Show dashboard" as 
the Startup Mode, this is what your end users will see the 
first time they launch your application. 

The dashboard will display items representing each 
activity that you have added to your application. The 
items are constructed using the name of each activity, an 
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optional subtitle and description, and the image or 
drawer icon that you assigned to it. These settings are 
configured on the individual activity's properties page. 

Startup 
Startup Mode 

The startup mode controls which initial screen ('home' 
screen) will be shown when the user launches your app. 

■ Show dashboard - Show the dashboard when 
launching the app. 

■ Show first activity (no dashboard) - Show the 
activity with the lowest "Position" from the activity 
list (Activities tab). 

Dashboard Settings 

Dashboard Name 

The name that you want to use to represent the 
dashboard on the Navigation Drawer.

The first step is to choose the type of activity you want to 
add based on the type of information you would like to 
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show. More activity types will be added in the future, but 
at present you can choose from the following activity 
types by clicking the 'Add an Activity' button and 
selecting the desired activity type from the list. These 
settings can be found on the 'Activities' tab while editing 
your project: 

About 

The About activity is used to display information about 
yourself, your company and/or your app. You can show 
information such as your name, title, description, and 
links to various sites where your users can find out more. 
For more information, see About Activity . 

Audio Player 

The Audio Activity allows you to play audio files within 
your Andromo application. For more information, 
see Audio Player Activity . 

Contact 

The Contact Activity is designed to make it easy for 
users of your app to get in touch with you. You can 
decide what contact details to make available such as you 
Phone, Email, Website and Address - each being 
interactive! For more information, see Contact Activity . 
Custom Page 

The Custom Page activity allows you to easily create 
stylish pages with text, graphics, tables and forms. It's 
perfect for creating pages like 'About Us', 'Biography', 
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'Contact Information' etc. For more information, 
see Custom Activity . 

Email 

The Email activity is used to initiate an email message 
using the end user's chosen email client with a specific 
email address, and optional subject and text. This allows 
users to initiate an email with a single click. For more 
information, see Email Activity . 

Facebook 

The Facebook activity lets you easily embed a mobile- 
friendly Facebook page into your app. For more 
information, see Facebook Activity . 

Flickr 

The Flickr Image Gallery Activity allows you to take 
your photos from flickr and display them in your 
Android application. For information on creating flickr 
feed URLs please see the Flickr Services 
Documentation and the Flickr Photo Feeds knowledge 
base article. The preferred feed format is rss_200. For 
more information, see Flickr Activity . 

Google Play 

The Google Play activity is used to create an icon on the 
dashboard that points to an application, or list of 
applications on Google Play (previously known as the 
Android Market). This allows you to do things such as 
provide easy access to a paid version of your app, or

show other apps you've created. For more information, 
see Google Play Activity . 

HTML Archive 

The HTML Archive Activity allows you to display web 
content (HTML files) by storing HTML files within the 
application so it can be read directly from the device. 

This allows you to provide previously created content to 
your users that can be as simple as a single HTML file, 
or a complex directory structure of files and related 
image resources. Once you've composed what you want 
to show, simply zip the content using your favorite zip 
utility and upload the resulting file. For more 
information, see HTML Archive Activity 
Map 

The Map Activity lets you display your locations on an 
interactive map. Your users can then see your address, 
nearby locations, and even get directions and navigation 
to your business. For more information, see Map 
Activity . 

PDF 

The PDF activity is used to quickly and easily embed a 
PDF document into your Android application. Your PDF 
document will be opened external to your app in a 
supported installed viewer (Adobe Reader app 
recommended). If the user does not have the Adobe 
Reader app, or something similar installed, they will be 
prompted to install the app via the Google Play app store.

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Phone 

The Phone activity is used to display the phone dialer (if 
available) filled in with a specific telephone number. 

This allows users to contact you with a single click. For 
more information, see Phone Activity . 

Photo Gallery 

The Photo Gallery Activity is used to add a photo gallery 
to your app. For more information, see Photo Gallery 
Activity . 

Podcast 

The Podcast Activity displays an iTunes Podcast RSS 
2.0 feed in your app. It supports both streaming over the 
network and downloading episodes for playback offline. 
For more information, see Podcast Activity . 

RSS Feed 

The RSS Feed activity allows you to take an existing 
web feed from the web and display it in your application, 
making it easy for mobile users to browse and read. Most 
websites and blogs publish feeds that you can use, 
including sites like Twitter, Blogger etc. For more 
information, see RSS Feed Activity . 

SHOUTcast Radio 

The Radio activity allows you to play streaming audio 
from internet radio stations in your application. It's 
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similar to the Audio activity, with additional support for 
SHOUTcast and Icecast streaming audio. For more 
information, see Radio Activity . 

Twitter 

The Twitter Activity allows you to display one of three 
different twitter timelines. You can choose to: display a 
specific twitter user's timeline, a timeline from a list, or a 
timeline based on a search of the most recent public 
tweets. For more information, see Twitter Activity . 
Website 

The Website activity is used to display the contents of a 
website in your application. It is one of the simplest 
activities, yet its ability to display web content makes it 
very powerful. All you need is the URL of a website, and 
the user will be able to navigate to it simply by pressing 
its icon on your dashboard. For more information, 
see Website Activity . 

YouTube 

The YouTube Activity allows you to take video content 
from YouTube and display it in your Android 
application. For more information, see YouTube 
Activity . 

Changing the Order of Activities 

In order for your application to look its best, you'll 
probably want at least 4 or more activities. You can add 
as many as you want and order them however you 
please. For more information on the activity order, 
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see How to change the order of the icons on the 

dashboard. 


Monetization 


This area allows you to choose from a variety of 
advertising options for your apps. 

Ad Formats 
Banner Ads 

Banner ads are small rectangular ads that generate 
revenue when they're clicked. They are usually shown at 
the bottom of the screen (but may be shown at the top in 
some activity types). These ads are relatively popular 
with users because they don't interfere very much with 
their use of the app. 

If you choose to show more than one, an ad network will 
be selected randomly by the app each time it needs to 
show an activity. (Each banner ad network you select has 
an equal chance of being chosen whenever an activity is 
shown.) 

Remember to click Save Changes at the bottom of the 
page so the changes are applied to your project, and then 
build a new version of your app and distribute it to your 
users. 

Note: Banner ads will appear on your app's dashboard by 
default. If you don't want ads on the dashboard, you can 
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disable the feature by unchecking the "Show Banner Ads 
on Dashboard" checkbox on your 
project's Dashboard tab. 

Interstitial Ads 

Interstitial ads are large ads that appear 'between' 
activities in your app. Since they really grab the user's 
attention, they can be more effective than banner ads at 
generating clicks. However, you don't want to show them 
too frequently, or you may risk annoying some of your 
users. 

AdMob 

AdMob banner ads are cost per click (CPC), which 
generate a little revenue every time the user clicks on an 
ad. See the article Setting Up AdMob Ads for further 
details about setting up your AdMob account. 

AdMob Banner Ads 

To enable AdMob banner ads in your app, check the box 
labelled AdMob Banner Ads, and copy your app's Ad 
Unit ID for banners from your AdMob account into 

the AdMob Ad Unit ID (Banner) field. 

AdMob Interstitial Ads 

To enable AdMob interstitial ads in your app, check the 
box labelled AdMob Interstitial Ads, and copy your 
app's interstitial Ad Unit ID from your AdMob account 
into the AdMob Ad Unit ID (Interstitial) field. 

AdMob App ID 

The AdMob App ID for your app. This setting is optional 
however if provided improves initialization time. To find 
your app ID, click the App management option under the

settings dropdown (located in the upper right-hand 
corner) on the AdMob account page. App IDs have the 
form ca-app-pub-

AdMob Test Device IDs 

This setting allows you to define one or more devices as 
'test devices' so that you will only be shown test ads on 
your device. You're encouraged to do this to prevent 
false impressions/clicks. You can get your device ID by 
installing Andromo's Device ID Utility App on your 
device(s), copying each ID, and entering them here. 
Amazon Mobile Ads 

Amazon Mobile Ads is an ad network that delivers high- 
quality ads on Amazon Kindle tablets, as well as 
Android phones and tablets. See Setting Up Amazon 
Mobile Ads for further details about setting up your 
account. 

Amazon Banner Ads 

To enable Amazon Mobile Ad banners in your app, 
check the box labelled Amazon Banner Ads and copy 
your Amazon Application Key from your app's Mobile 
Ads tab in your Amazon Mobile App Distribution 
account into the Amazon Application Key 
(Banner) field. 

Amazon Interstitial Ads 

To enable Amazon interstitial ads in your app, check the 
box labelled Amazon Interstitial Ads, and copy 
your Amazon Application Key from your app's Mobile 
Ads tab in your Amazon Mobile App Distribution

See the article Setting Up AppLovin 
Ads for further details about setting up your account. 

AppLovin Interstitial Ads 

To enable AppLovin interstitial ads in your app, check 
the box labelled AppLovin Interstitial Ads, and copy 
your AppLovin Key from your AppLovin account into 

the AppLovin SDK Key field. 

Facebook Audience Network 

Facebook’s Audience Network helps you monetize your 
app by tapping into Facebook’s powerful advertising 
platform which includes all of the people-based 
targeting, measurement, and real-time optimization that’s 
used on Facebook itself. See the article Setting Up 
Facebook Audience Network Ads for further details 
about setting up your Facebook developer account. 
Facebook Banner Ads 
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To enable Facebook Audience Network banner ads in 
your app, check the box labeled Facebook Banner Ads, 
and copy your app's ad Placement ID for banners from 
your Facebook developer account into the Facebook 
Placement ID (Banner) field. 

Facebook Interstitial Ads 

To enable Facebook Audience Network interstitial ads in 
your app, check the box labelled Facebook Interstitial 
Ads, and copy your app's interstitial ad Placement 
ID from your Facebook developer account into 

the Facebook Placement ID (Interstitial) field. 

StartApp 

StartApp ads are either cost per click (CPC), or cost-per- 
action (CPA), which generate revenue when the end user 
either clicks on an add or performs some action such as 
installing an app. See the article Setting Up StartApp 
Ads for further details about setting up your account. 
StartApp Banner Ads 

To enable StartApp banner ads in your app, check the 
box labelled StartApp Banner Ads, and copy 
your StartApp Developer ID and StartApp App ID from 
your StartApp account into their corresponding fields. 

StartApp Interstitial Ads 

To enable StartApp interstitial ads in your app, check the 
box labelled StartApp Interstitials, and copy 
your StartApp Developer ID and StartApp App ID from 
your StartApp account into their corresponding fields 
(the same IDs are used for both banners and interstitials). 
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Interstitial Ad Settings 
Time between Ads 

This setting controls the duration between interstitial ad 
impressions. Try to choose an appropriate value based on 
how often you think your users would want to see an 
interstitial ad. Keep in mind that shorter times aren't 
always better — setting this value too low may cause 
some users to uninstall your app. 

Require several interactions before showing an 
interstitial ad 

This setting controls whether or not the user has to 
interact with your app more than once to see an 
interstitial ad. Enabling this option will add a bit of 
randomness to when the interstitial ad is shown so that it 
does not always display when the first activity is 
selected. 

Remember to click Save Changes at the bottom of the 
page so the changes are applied to your project, and then 
build a new version of your app and distribute it to your 
users. 


Services 

This area allows you to choose from a variety of useful 
tools and services like Google Analytics and AirBop 
Push Messaging. 
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Google App Analytics 

Google Analytics lets you anonymously track user 
activity within your app. Using the Google Analytics 
service, you can view statistics like which activities your 
users visit, how much time they spend there, and even 
often they launch your app. This can give you valuable 
insight into how your users interact with your apps, 
helping you make your apps better. 

Note: As of version 3.0.6 of Andromo, you need to use 
an App analytics code instead of a Web one (your old 
Web analytics UA-XXXXX-YY code will no longer 
work). If you were using analytics prior to 3.0.6, you will 
need to generate a new App ID and update the settings in 
your project. 

See How to use Google Analytics in your Application for 
full instructions on using Google Analytics in your 
project. 

AirBop Push Message Notifications 

AirBop Push notifications allow you to send information 
to the users of your apps, even when the apps aren't 
running. They're an incredibly powerful marketing tool — 
if used properly and judiciously. For complete details 
about integrating push notifications into your app, please 
see the AirBop Push Message Notifications knowledge 
base article. 
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Build 


Generate your App 

This is where you build your Android application when 
you are ready. When you press the green Build My 
App button, Andromo will build your Android Package 
File (APK) and then email you when the build has 
finished. After downloading your APK you may want 
to install your application on a mobile device or test your 
application without a mobile device 

Your app's email download link expires after 24 hours, 
however you can always download your app directly 
from Andromo by going to "My Projects", locating your 
project in the list, and selecting "Download" from the 
"Action" dropdown. 

Note: Building your app can take some time, depending 
on how busy our servers are. It’s not unusual for the build 
to take as little as five minutes, but it can take an hour on 
a very busy day. Please check your inbox (and spam 
folder) for emails from andromo @ andromo.com .

The 10,000 Foot View of Andromo.com 

Andromo.com is a website that allows you to take an 
idea and transform it into an Android app in three easy 
steps: 
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1. Create a project: Each project you create within your 
Andromo account represents one app. To create an 
Android app using Andromo, you need to create a 
project. 

2. Add activities to your project: Activities are what 
give your app functionality. In order for your app to 
do anythingyou need to add activities to it. 

3. Build your Project: Building your project will 
generate your Android app. When you are done, or 
when you want to test, you need to build your project 
via the Build tab. This will generate an APK file 
which you can install on your Android device.

Projects 

As mentioned above, a project within Andromo 
represents an Android app. If you want to create an 
Android app using Andromo you need to create a project 
first. 

To create a project, log into your Andromo account and

Activities are what give your Android app functionality. 
Without any activities your Android app won't do 
anything, so the first thing that you want to do after 
creating your project is go to the Activities tab. 

To add an activity, just click the Add an Activity button. 
There are 19 different activity types that you can use in 
your app, from the About Activity to the YouTube 
Activity. These activities are the main tools that you 
have at your disposal when creating your app. You can 
add as few or as many activities to your app as you want, 
but you'll probably want at least four. 
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See the Activities Knowledge Base section for more 
information on the different activity types available to 
you and how you can make use of them. 

Building 

Building is the process of transforming your Andromo 
project into an Android APK. An Android APK is a 
single file that represents your Android app. This is the 
file that your end user will install onto their Android 
device and then execute in order to use your app. When 
you are satisfied with your app, or when you want to test 
what you have created so far, you need to visit the build 
tab to generate your Android APK.

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Coming up with a successful app idea 


Every great app starts with an idea. Here's our best 
advice on how to find a successful idea for your app . 

Use your hobbies 

Do you have any hobbies or interests? Things that you 
enjoy make great subjects for an app. If you’re going to 
put time and effort into something, why not make it 
something you’re already interested in? 

Try to think of ways that you can make an app that 
would be useful to other people with the same interests. 
What would you have liked to know when you first got 
started? Would other people be interested in seeing 
pictures and videos of what you do? 

Make an app about your hobby for people who want to 
learn about it. 

Share your knowledge and expertise 

Are you an expert in your field? Is there something you 
are really good at? Do your friends and family value 
your advice? Turn your accumulated wisdom into a 
service-oriented app. This could be in the form of written 
instructions, step-by-step images, how-to videos — 
anything that people would find helpful. 

Examples: game walkthroughs, car buying tips, how-to 
videos 
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What is your passion? 

Is there something that really excites you? A subject that 
you never get tired of? Try to think of ways to share that 
passion in the form of an app. 

Examples: favorite recipes, movie reviews, reading lists 

Do some good 

Is there a cause or charity that could use your support? 
Do you feel like you have a mission in life? Try to think 
of ways that you could contribute, and benefit others by 
making an app. 

Take a look at trending apps 

Check out what apps are being spotlighted on Google 
Play. Use the Top Charts and New Releases to give you 
insight into what kinds of apps are popular right now. 

Think about the different categories 

Spend some time thinking about the app categories in 
Google Play. For each category, try to imagine different 
apps that you could make for it. What’s the first thing 
that comes to your mind when you think of the category? 
What’s the first thing that you can think of that wouldn’t 
fit inside the category? 

Browse existing apps 

Look for apps that are popular with users but that you 
could improve upon functionally or aesthetically. The 
goal isn’t to copy other apps, but to gain inspiration. 
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What do you like or dislike about the apps you see? 

What would you do differently? Think about how you 
could reach the same users with a different kind of app. 

Seeing other apps might spark an idea for an app of your 
own. 

Search the markets 

Pick a subject you’re interested in, and search for it in 
Google Play. Are there any apps that surprise you? Are 
there any apps that stand out? Why? 

Now do the same thing for another subject. Do the apps 
stand out in the same way? Are there any gaps in the 
results — apps you expected to see, that aren’t there? 

Repeat the search in other app markets. Are there any 
differences? Are there any apps that are popular in one 
market that seem to be missing from the others? 

Try to find popular subjects that are under-represented. 

Provide a valuable service 

It helps to think of your app as providing a service to the 
user. Try to think of ways an app could solve a problem 
or address a pain the user is having. 

Share your expert research skills 

Do you have a knack for finding good information? 

Make an app that provides curated content about a 
difficult-to-research subject. For example, the best 
collection of hard-to-find tutorials, or answers to 
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questions that are difficult to describe and tricky to 
search for. 

Don’t worry too much about what is technically 
possible 

Try not to put the brakes on too much while you’re 
brainstorming ideas. Not every idea is possible without 
programming, but that doesn’t mean that there isn’t 
something you can do with that idea using Andromo. For 
example, you might not be able to make a game, but you 
could make an app for the people who would like that 
game — a collection of walkthroughs, or a series of 
articles aimed at game designers that explores what 
makes the game fun. 

You will develop a sense for what is possible as you start 
to make apps. For now, don’t worry too much about 
what is technically possible. Even the craziest, most 
impossible ideas are okay — one of them might spark 
another idea that is possible. The important thing is to 
give yourself room to explore as many ideas as you can. 

What’s popular right now? 

Pay attention to current events and take advantage of the 
quick turnaround you can achieve with Andromo to put 
out very topical apps. This could be anything 
newsworthy, from advice on how to prepare for an 
impending hurricane, to an app that pokes fun at the 
latest celebrity gaffe. A slip of the tongue by someone 
famous could spell opportunity for a quick, successful 
app. 
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Take advantage of how quickly you can build an app 
with Andromo. 

Anticipate popularity 

Try to predict something that will become popular very 
soon. For example, you could make an app with 
information about a cool product about to be released. 
Being the first on the scene of a cool new trend is a great 
way to get your app noticed quickly. 

Timing is important 

Some apps become successful just by being launched at 
the right time — for example, right before a related 
product is announced that everyone starts searching for, 
or a video about your subject goes viral. Although you 
can’t always predict this kind of luck, it’s worth 
considering such coincidences when you are coming up 
with app ideas. If you can think of a lucky event 
that might occur, you might be able to prepare an app for 
it, just in case the opportunity presents itself. 

Think about your audience 

One way to generate app ideas is to focus on a specific 
demographic (e.g. males aged 20-29). What kinds of 
things do they like? What kind of app would they be 
interested in? Research your subject in Google Play to 
get a feeling for the possible size of the audience. 
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Target an underground niche 

Look for app niches that might not be served because 
they are too small to justify the cost of development — if 
you didn't have access to a tool like Andromo. 

Go local 

Consider making an app for a specific location, such as 
the city or country where you live. Take advantage of 
your familiarity with the subject to make an app that fits 
the community’s needs, or to inject the apps with local 
flavor — something only a person from there would 
know. Making an app geographically specific can help 
its ranking when users perform location-based searches. 

Be specific 

Focusing on a narrower subject might seem like it will 
limit your app’s appeal, but it might also make your app 
easier to find when users perform a very specific search. 
For example, an app about a specific car model instead 
of about cars in general. By being specific, your app is 
less likely to get lost in a long list of apps about the same 
subject. 

Think about the ad networks (make advertising 
easier) 

If you're planning to monetize your app using ads, one 
approach that can help you generate some ideas is to 
think about what topics, age groups, or products the 
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advertisers would like to target, and then create an app 
around that. 

You might even want to do some research into what 
types of ads are shown by the network you plan to use, 
and make apps that will relate well to their ads. In other 
words, try to make an app that will be easy for the ad 
network to match up with advertisers. 

Try building your app backwards 

Another tip for coming up with ideas is to think 
backwards from the tool to the idea. Go through the list 
of Andromo activities and think about how you could use 
them in an app. Try to think of "creative” ways to use 
each activity. For example, you could use a Photo 
activity to show a slideshow of information, or an Audio 
Player to create a pronunciation guide. Challenge 
yourself to make an app based on each of the activity 
types. 

Be mindful of the terms of service 

Be mindful of where you will release your app, and their 
terms of service (TOS). For instance, Google Play is the 
most popular app store, and it does not allow nudity or 
copyright infringement (and neither does Andromo). 
Make sure that your idea is safe. 

Think globally 

Remember you have a worldwide audience. Differences 
in language and culture can have dramatic effects on how 
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potential users view your apps. Try not to limit yourself 
to a single region when evaluating your ideas for apps. 

Try lots of ideas 

Andromo makes it easy and inexpensive to try out 
different app ideas, so don’t limit yourself to just one 
kind of app. Try different approaches and see what 
works the best. If your first idea doesn't work, maybe 
your tenth idea will.

Turning your idea into an Android App 

In the previous article of this series, we discussed how to 
come up with a successful app idea . Hopefully we’ve 
been able to spark your imagination and get you on the 
road to making your first app. 

This next article will cover the simple steps you need to 
follow in order to turn your idea into a fully working 
Android app. 

If you haven't decided on an idea yet, no need to worry, 
just give it a little more thought and perhaps an idea will 
come to you during this article. Try making an app about 
your favourite animal, sport, or beverage. Simply going 
through the process will be helpful. 
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Whether you have an idea or not, this article will provide 
you with an overview of Andromo's app making process. 


Explore Andromo’s Activity Types 

If you haven’t already, you’ll first want to explore 
Andromo’s available Activity types . This will help you 
better understand the types of media/content you can 
include in your app. You can keep that information in 
mind when gathering, or creating content, however don’t 
let it restrict you. As you gain experience you may find 
alternate ways to present the content that you weren’t 
aware of. 


Gather or Create your Content 

Once you’ve decided on an idea for an app, the next step 
will be to gather the content you want to include, 
whether it’s publicly available content that you’ll be 
linking to, or your own creations. Below are some 
examples of common items that may apply to your idea: 

■ Photos - your own, public photos in an RSS/Atom 
media feed , on Flickr, Instagram. 

■ YouTube Videos - your own, public videos on the 
topic. 

■ Website Links - your own, a collection of interesting 
sites surrounding the topic. 

■ News feeds (RSS/Atom) - your own, or public feeds 
with the latest news on the topic. 
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■ Facebook page - your own, or popular pages 
discussing the topic. 

■ Twitter - your own, or others of interest. 

■ Audio - your own audio creations, or audio files you 
can legally distribute or stream. 

■ Podcasts - your own, or others that are publicly 
available. 

■ Online Radio - your own, or other stations of interest. 

■ Map Locations - your place of business, or locations 
related to your topic. 

■ Custom Text - textual information you have specific 
knowledge about. 

■ PDF Documents - your own, or content you can 
legally distribute. 

If you’re using content that is not your own, make sure 
you don’t violate any copyrights by claiming the work as 
your own. Online content will usually contain 
information about its usage, so be respectful. When in 
doubt, ask the owner of the content, or err on the side of 
caution. Violating copyrights is a sure way to get your 
account banned in app stores such as Google Play. 

You should also be mindful of the subject matter of your 
content since some app stores and ad networks prohibit 
using certain types of content. For your first app, we 
suggest you play it safe until you’re familiar with all of 
the regulations on the topic. 
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Style your App 


When it comes to styling your app, don’t be afraid to 
express your creative side. The goal is to create an 
interface that is both visually appealing, and easy to read. 
Changing your app’s appearance in Andromo is easy to 
do, but getting it “just right” may take some 
experimentation, so don’t get hung up on getting things 
perfect when starting your app. 

For your first app, you may want to stick with the default 
style settings. As you gain experience, you can 
experiment with different looks to make your app more 
unique. The following sections discuss some styling 
decisions you’ll want to make before releasing your app 
to the public. 

Choose a Dashboard Type 

Your app’s dashboard is the first thing the user will see 
after launching your app, so you’ll want to make a good 
impression by having it look nice. Andromo has a variety 
of Dashboard types to choose from, with a number of 
available customizations. If you’re unsure which type 
you prefer, the “List” type is a safe bet for most apps. 
Switching the dashboard type is easy, so feel free to 
experiment in the future. These settings can be found on 
your project’s Dashboard tab . 

Choose a Theme 

When it comes to making your app unique, simple 
changes such as choosing a color theme can go a long 
way when designing your app. Some areas to consider 
customizing are the action bar style/theme/colors, text 
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colors and background colors. If you have a logo, 
perhaps you could tailor your colors around your brand’s 
color scheme. This decision may be more apparent after 
deciding on your other graphics such as your app icon. 
To start, feel free to just use the defaults. These style 
settings can be found on your project’s Styles tab . 

Create your Icons 

There are several icons you’ll want to specify before 
releasing your app, the most important being your App 
Icon. The app icon will be shown on the device’s Home 
or All Apps screen after it’s installed, and in the action 
bar while your app is running. You can set the app icon 
on your project’s App Info tab . 

Your goal should be to choose an icon that is easy to 
identify and is a representation of your brand or content. 
Since you’ll need it in the future for store listings such as 
Google Play, you’ll want to make sure you have an 
image available that is at least 512x512 in size to work 
with. (As a general rule, it's better to have an icon that is 
too large and scale it down, than it is to have an icon that 
is too small and scale it up.) The possibilities are endless 
if you have some graphical abilities, but if you don’t, no 
need to worry. There are many sites available that offer 
royalty free images that you can use for your icons such 
as http://openclipart.org or http://www.iconfinder.com . 

The other set of icons you’ll want to consider changing 
before release are the activity icons. These are the icons 
on your app’s dashboard (the first screen) that represent 
each of the activities you’ll add. Each activity’s icon can 
be set on its properties page. Andromo automatically 
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includes default icons for each activity type, so if they fit 
the style you’re going for, feel free to use them. 

Turn your Content into Activities 

Activities are the main component of your app and where 
you’ll be adding all of the content that you’ve gathered 
for your idea. Each activity you add will be 
automatically added as an item on the dashboard. This is 
how your users will access each area. As described 
earlier, Andromo has a variety of Activity types to 
choose from, tailored to different types of content. While 
Andromo’s activities were created with a particular idea 
in mind, don’t be afraid to think of creative ways to use 
them beyond what we’ve suggested. 

There’s no right or wrong answer as to how many 
activities your app should have, but as a guideline, you’ll 
want to shoot for a minimum of 4, but ideally at least 6. 
You may also want to stay away from large numbers, 
since it may become difficult for users to navigate. 
Quality is often better than quantity. Keep in mind that 
updating your app is easy, so adding new content in 
future updates is always a nice surprise for your 
audience. So don’t feel you need to add all the content 
you’ve gathered. 

You can build your app as many times as you want, so to 
get your feet wet, just add one or two activities to your 
project’s Activities tab so you can build your app to see 
what it looks like. If you don’t have any activity content 
yet, try adding a “Facebook” activity using 
‘andromorocks’ as the Facebook Page.

Build and Test 


Your app doesn’t need to be finished in order to build 
and test. It’s exciting to see what your app looks like, so 
don’t be afraid to pause and take a look at your work 
along the way. In general you’ll be building numerous 
times after adding content, fixing issues, or tweaking the 
appearance of your app. Building your app is as simple 
as a button click, initiated from the button on the “Build” 
tab of your project. 

Once the build process is completed on Andromo’s 
servers, you’ll receive an email containing a download 
link for your compiled app file. The next step is to install 
your app to see how it looks, and to make sure it 
functions the way you want. The easiest way to test your 
app is on an Android device, so if you have one, follow 
the instructions in the article How to install your App 
onto a device . If you don’t have a device, don’t worry, 
you can still test your app, but it involves some further 
steps as described in the article Testing your application 
without a mobile device. 


CHAPTER 4 

GOOGLE PLAY DEVELOPER account 
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How to put your app in Google Play 


If you're creating an application that you want to 
distribute to the public, the best way to do so is to upload 
your application to Google Play . Google has help 
specifically aimed at developers, so if you have any 
questions not answered by this article, it’s a great 
reference: Google Play for Developers Help . There is 
also a very useful document entitled: Publishing 
Checklist for Google Play that discusses what is required 
to publish to Google Play. 

For an in-depth walk though of Google Play and the 
entire publishing perspective, please read 
the Publishing section of the Android developer 
documentation. It will walk you through all aspects of 
the publishing phase of development, as well as the 
Google Play developer console . 

Note: Before publishing it is important to decide whether 
or not you want to charge money for your application. 
More information on this decision can be found in 
the You can't charge for previously published free 

apps knowledge base article. 


Register for Google Play 

The first step in publishing is to register for Google 
Play at the Google Play publisher site. The process is 
relatively straightforward and should only take you a few 
minutes. Note: There is a $25 USD charge to register. 
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Are you going to Sell your App? 

If you want to sell your apps, instead of offering them for 
free with ads, you also need to set up a Google Wallet 
Merchant account as described in the Getting Started 
with Publishing article in Google Play's help. 

Note: We recommend turning ads off when selling your 
app on Google Play. An Andromo subscription is 
required to do this. 

Prepare to Publish 

The publishing process in Google Play can be a lot 
quicker if you have all of the store listing content 
complete and available before you start. So when you're 
ready to publish your app, here are the items you should 
have available: 

■ Your final Andromo application file (APK) to be 
uploaded. It must be under 100MB in size to be 
accepted. 

■ The title for your app (max 50 characters). 

■ A description of your app (max 4000 characters). 

■ High-res icon, 512x512 32-bit PNG (with alpha). 

■ At least 2 screenshots are required overall (Max 8 
screenshots per type), JPEG or 24-bit PNG (no alpha). 
Min length for any side: 320px. Max length for any 
side: 3840px. (You can upload a maximum of 8 
screenshots per type. Types include "Phone", "7-inch 
tablet" and "10-inch tablet".) 

Optional items that can be updated later include: 
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■ Optional promo text (80 characters) and promo 
graphic. Promo graphic needs to be 180w x 120 h JPG 
or 24-bit PNG (no alpha). 

■ Screenshots: Only 2 are required, but you can upload 
a maximum of 8 screenshots per type. Types include 
"Phone", "7-inch tablet" and " 10-inch tablet". 

■ Feature graphic: 1024w x 500h JPG or 24-bit PNG 
(no alpha). 

Information on taking screenshots can be found in 
the How to take screenshots of your 
application knowledge base article. 

Add New Application 

Once you’ve registered, you can log in to your Google 
Play developer account and begin publishing your 
application via the "Create new application" button. The 
first thing you’ll see is a dialog asking for the default 
language and the title of your app. 

Upload APK 

This step is the process of uploading your application’s 
Android Package File (APK). A link to this file is 
emailed to you whenever you successfully build your 
application, and can be downloaded at any time from 
your projects section on Andromo . Click the "Create 
New Application" button, and browse for your 
application file to upload. You’ll see a "Save Draft" 
button on the dialog box after you upload the APK. Once 
you complete this step, you’ll see a checkmark listed 
beside "APK" along the left hand side of the screen. 
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Google has added a new optional item in the Google 
Play Developer Console called ”App Signing by Google 
Play”. 

Andromo apps are already signed for you by Andromo. 

Since you're not signing the app yourself, and don't 
possess the original signing credentials, you MUST 
choose OPT-OUT or Google Play will not let you upload 
your app! 



There is no way to "OPT-OUT" later if you choose to 
continue. The only thing you can do is change the 
package name of your app and then upload it as a new 
app. 

This is only for new apps, the first time you add them to 
Google Play. It does not show up for existing app 
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updates (since you can never change a signing key), so 
you will only need to do this the first time you add an 
app to Google Play. 


The next step is to prepare your store listing. 

Store Listing 

The Store Listing controls what your end users will see 
when they find your application in Google Play. The 
available listing details are described in detail in 
Google’s uploading applications help topic. This step 
involves submitting content such as your title, 
description, icon, screenshots, categorization, contact 
details, and privacy policy. As discussed in the "Prepare 
to Publish" section, some of these items are required, 
while others are optional. When you’re finished, click the 
save button. 

If you’ve entered all of the required information, you’ll 
see a checkmark listed beside the "Store Listing" along 
the left hand side of the screen. The next step is to 
complete the "Pricing & Distribution" details. 

You can learn more about graphic assets in the 
article Graphic and Image Assets in Google Play’s help. 
Information on taking screenshots can be found in 
the How to take screenshots of your 
application knowledge base article. 
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Pricing & Distribution 

In this section, you define the pricing details for your app 
(free or paid), where you want it available, and consent 
options. When you're finished, save your changes and if 
you've entered all of the required information, it will 
show a checkmark next to "Pricing & Distribution" along 
the left-hand side. 


Publishing your App 

If you've submitted all of the required information, a 
"Publish this app" button will be enabled on the page. 
Your application should appear in the store usually after 
a few hours (but could take longer). If you've included 
AdMob in your app, don't forget to "link your app" 
which you can normally do about 24 hours after it's been 
published. 


Editing your Listing 

If you want to go back to edit your listing, or upload a 
new version of your application, you can. When you 
make your changes simply save them and they should be 
live in the store in twenty minutes or so. Note: This can 
sometimes take quite a while, so be patient.

HOW TO SUCCEED ON GOOGLE PLAY 

Eyen though Android has the largest 
smartphone market share and the number of 
Android app downloads are almost twice as 
large as those of iOS apps, so far Google 
Play remains slightly less competitiye than 
the AppStore, so if you’ye deyeloped an 
Android app, now might be the right time to 
market it. 

The question of monetization is just a matter 
of time, once people get used to Google 
payment mechanisms the situation will 
gradually change for the better. 
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Here go the most important factors that you 
should take into account if you’re determined 
to succeed on Google Play: 


App Design 

Because many iOS developers decide to port 
their apps to Android, there are tons of apps 
on Google Play that are poorly designed and 
have lots of bugs. Designing your app 
specifically for Android-powered devices 
might be that competitive edge that will make 
your app stand out from all the competitors. 
There are solid examples, when iPhone/iPad 
app developers doubled their income having 
decided to develop a separate app for Google 
Play. 


Make device and OS support your top priority 

There are so many Android devices out there, 
some developers tear into pieces trying to 
figure out, which of them to support. 

Keep in mind that 20 devices make up 80% 
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of the whole Android share, also more than 
90% of all Android devices support OS 
2.2. and higher, so the solution to this 
problem is easier than you might think. 


Take the advantage of the low cost client attraction 

The iOS market’s rates are caused by huge 
competition between the developers. 

Android offers great opportunities to 
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develop your own market segments and test new 
strategies at a much lower price. 


Ensure the maximum searchability of your app name 

Define the most relevant keywords and make 
sure you include them into your app’s name. 
Potentially this will allow you to rank 80th- 
100th in the search results, so if you want to 
maximize the effect, try to replace the app’s 
name in the title with its keyword- rich 
description. Include the app’s name into its 
description - this way users won’t have any 
trouble finding it by name. Unlike iOS, in 
Google Play it’s possible. 


Know your way with keywords 

Be wise, when using keywords in the app’s 
description - include each relevant keyword 
no more than five times. This can help 
boosting your app’s rankings in the search 
results by 10-20 positions. Make sure you 
don’t overdo it. 
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Permanent activity works best 

Google Play rates applications based on long¬ 
term user attraction - apps that attract and 
retain a large number of satisfied users over a 
considerable period of time rank really high. 
Make sure your marketing campaign is a long 
term strategy and the projected activity is no 
less than 2-3 months (unlike short term 
campaigns on the iOS market). 


Always aim for user loyalty 

Customer loyalty has a huge impact on your 
app’s rankings, so you might wanna tailor 
your marketing strategies to define what kind 
of advertising appeals to this segment the 
most.

Don't be afraid to experiment 

Feel free to test all kinds of marketing strategies for your 
Android apps. In the long run you’ll be able to apply your 
findings to your iOS versions without risking big. 


How to do a quick keyword 
research: Read carefully please 


As with everything online - mobile apps is a numbers game. 

Meaning, the more apps you have - the more traffic you will receive. 

Basically when you are doing keyword research, you want to come up with at 
least 10-15 keyword ideas for your apps. 

Let’s say your niche is weight loss/fitness. 

Here’s what we like to do.

Let’s face it, even if you build a super fun and 
useful app or game, there’s no guarantee it 
will become popular and gain thousands of 
users. Promoting your app is a sophisticated 
strategy you need to adopt and stick to if you 
want to grow your business. 

This article is about the hottest traffic 
sources that will help you draw attention to 
your app or game. It goes without saying 
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first you need to really go all out developing 
a useful and engaging application, otherwise 
the traffic you bring won’t convert into 
downloads. Assume you already have such 
application or game, how do you get traffic 
to capitalize on your creation? 


1. Right Name and Keyword-Rich Description 

Now this might not be obvious but the 
success of your app hugely depends on how 
searchable it is. Instead of coming up with a 
creative name for your app or game, try to 
include the words that users type into the 
search box, when they are looking for an 
app like yours, e.g. “simple recipes,” 
“download music”, etc. make sure you 
include some relevant keywords into the 
app’s title and description on Google Play. 


2. Tapjoy.com 

Tapjoy is a guaranteed way to boost your 
app’s rankings and build strong traffic at a 
comparably low cost. If your app has all that 
potential, it’s definitely the way to go. 
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3. Traditional PR 

A really oldschool way many of us 
underestimate, mainly used by large 
companies. Contacting people with lots of 
subscribers on Youtube, Facebook, Twitter 
or other social networks can go a long way, 
so make sure you have a good quality video 
that describes your app/game. 
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4. Mopub.com and ChartBoost.com 

Unique places to advertise your app, that are not 
super competitive and 100% driven by the user 
community. Unlike Mopub, ChartBoost not only 
allows you to buy traffic but also to cross-promote 
your app by trading traffic with similar ones. 


5. Review Websites 

A great way to get other people talking about your 
Android app, as review websites can give you a 
significant viral boost. We recommend starting with 
AppAdvice.com, this website is huge! 


6. Game blogs 

These ones are not gonna cost you anything, but 
you’ll need an awesome game to get there. A feature 
on TouchArcade.com, for instance, will not only 
bring you numerous downloads but can also make 
your game go viral. 


7. Getjar.com 

Getjar is an Android app and a website, offering

3. altering images to avoid copyright 

ISSUES- With Google Play, 99.99% of game app 


rejections are because of copyright infringement - e.g. 
using images or names in a game that belong to 
somebody else. For example, if you use the massive 
“Candy Crush Saga” game name in yours, e.g. “Candy 
Crush Saga Quiz” - that is an infringement of 
copyright. With images, unless you find “open source 
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images” or “copyright free images”, they will belong to 
somebody else, such as the photographer. You can only 
use these types of pictures, for example of celebrities, if 
you use filters and turn the image into your own 
creation. Use your mobile phone to add one or two 
filters to every image that you want use in your app.
